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Women indicted for alleged murder plot 


Police chief shares details of in-house 
encounter with knife-wielding suspect

HUSTONVILLE — Four 
deaf women have been 
indicted on charges they 
plotted to murder a woman 
living in Hustonville. 


Jessica N. Callahan, 27, of 
Danville, and Autumn Drass, 
23, Taquisa Horton, 27, and 
Kerry Zamara, 23, all of 
Columbus, Ohio, have been 
charged with attempted mur¬ 
der of Minnie L. Goode. 

Drass and Horton also face 


charges of first- 
degree burglary for 
allegedly breaking 
into Goode's house 
while armed with 
knives and third- 
degree assault for 
attempting to injure 
Hustonville Police Chief 
Fred McCoy, who discov¬ 
ered the two women in 
Goode's home.

each charged with complicity 
in the burglary. 

Sheriff Curt Folger said 
Zamara will likely have the 
charges against her reduced 


because she has agreed 
to be a cooperating wit¬ 
ness against the others. 

When the alleged 
murder plot was first 
brought to light last 
month, Folger said it 
was an attempt by 
Callahan to get revenge on a 
former lover, the daughter of 
Goode. 

Goode's daughter had been 
helping Callahan's current 


female lover seek emergency 
protective orders against 
Callahan because Callahan 
was abusive, Folger said. 

Callahan befriended the 
three women from Ohio over 
the Internet and she drove up 
to visit them once before 
bringing them down to 
Danville, Folger said.

Stanford seeks 
$300K grant for 
LMI expansion

STANFORD — There 
could be more good news on 
the way for a company syn¬ 
onymous with its Fincoln 
County home base. 

Stanford City Council 
unanimously passed a resolu¬ 
tion Thursday to act as recip¬ 
ient for grant money intended 
to help Fincoln 

Manufacturing — also 
known as FMI — purchase 
equipment and expand. The 
amount of the federal 
Community Development 
Block Grant through the 
Bluegrass Area Development 
District would be about 
$300,000 to assist with an 
overall expansion cost of 
about $900,000. 

Matthew Belcher, execu¬ 
tive director of the Stanford- 
Fincoln County Industrial 
Development Authority, cau¬ 
tioned that the process of 
applying for the grant is in its 
early stages. However, the 
potential for even modest 
growth was encouraging for 
the council. 

“FMI is a really aggressive 
company and has been very 
community-minded,” Mayor 
Bill Miracle said of the com¬ 
pany that was started in 1995. 

It is not certain how many 
new jobs will be created by 
the project, but similar grants 
have led to double-digit 
growth. 

FMI has received two 
other grants that aided in 
expansion over the last sever¬ 
al years. The most recent 
came in 2011 when $280,000 
in CDBG funds flowed 
through the county, in part 
for purchasing a lathe, result¬ 
ing in a total investment of 
about $700,000 and 20 new 
jobs. 

There are about 120 
employees at the Industrial 
Park Drive plant after the 
most recent expansion. 

FMI primarily does stamp¬ 
ing and other work on a wide 
variety of automotive com¬ 
ponents for clients that 
include Toyota, Nissan, Ford 
and Chrysler. The company 
has steadily grown despite 
the difficult economy in part 
because it continues to diver¬ 
sify. BGADD representative 
George Feamon has worked 
with FMI and Belcher on 
some of the previous expan¬ 
sions. He lauded the compa-

Jailer: case 
highlights jail's 
structural issues

STANFORD — A Fincoln 
County Jail prisoner has been 
indicted for attempting to dig 
his way through a shower 
wall and escape. 

Andrew Scott Conner of 
Stanford has been charged 
with second-degree attempted 
escape for 
"digging a 
hole through 
the outside 
wall of the 
detention cen¬ 
ter" and first- 
degree crimi¬ 
nal mischief doing more than 
$1,000 of damage to the jail. 

Conner was originally 
arrested May 28 and charged 
with manufacturing metham- 
phetamine after police found 
meth labs at his residence. He 
is currently being held on a 
$50,000 cash bond.

Jail under 
budget but 
overcrowded

STANFORD — The 
Fincoln County Regional 
Jail dealt with more prison¬ 
er overcrowding than had 
been anticipated during the 
past fiscal year, but still 
came in under-budget by 
tens of thousands of dollars, 
Jailer David Gooch told 
Fincoln magistrates 

Tuesday. 

The jail housed on aver¬ 
age housed 105.7 prisoners 
per day during the fiscal 
year, Gooch said, which is 
about 147 percent of the 
jail’s official capacity. 

During the last two quar¬ 
ters of the fiscal year, the 
daily prisoner average was 
higher — 106.3 prisoners 
per day in January, 
February and March, and 
106.5 prisoners per day in 
April, May and June, 
according to Gooch's quar-

Is God 
invited to 
the party? 

Tying Creator to politics 
can be manipulative, but 
has legitimate place as well

Does God have a place 
in the platform of a polit¬ 
ical party? It depends 
upon whom you ask. 

On day two of the 
Democratic National 
Convention, three 
attempts were made to 
include God in the 
Democratic Party 
Platform. San Antonio 
Mayor Antonio 
Villaraigosa asked for 
delegates to ratify the 
proposal by voice vote 
and an awkward moment 
ensued when the first two 
votes deadlocked. 

The third vote drew 
even louder opposition, 
yet the chair gaveled the 
proposed change into 
place, which drew loud 
boos. Who knew God 
would be so controversial 
at the convention? 

The change was made 
at the insistence of 
President Obama after 
the platform committee 
nixed the original lan¬ 
guage which said: “”We 
need a government that 
stands up for the hopes, 
values and interests of 
working people, and 
gives everyone willing to 
work hard the chance to 
make the most of their 
God-given potential.” 

The idea of God-given 
potential comes from the 
Declaration of 
Independence and 
shouldn’t be controver¬ 
sial. So what’s the big 
deal anyway? 

Opponents are right to 
see that there is danger in 
manipulating God for 
political gain. God has 
been used too often as a 
hammer to drive home 
points, only at the 
expense of others. And 
both parties can agree 
that God shouldn’t be 
used as anyone’s batter¬ 
ing ram. 

So should God be part 
of any Party Platform? 

Is it for the sake of gal¬ 
vanizing the base? To 
make a broader point? 

Or is something else at 
play? 

Abraham Lincoln put it 
well when he said “We 
trust, sir, that God is on 
our side. It is more 
important to know that 
we are on God’s side.” 

Acknowledging God is 
in fact part of a political 
tapestry that goes all the 
way back to the 
Mayflower Compact, 
weaving through 
Colonial Charters, and 
into the Declaration of 
Independence. 

The GOP platform 


refers to the Creator a 
dozen times but before 
any temptations befall 
those given to self-right¬ 
eousness and get carried 
away with quips like 
Paul Ryan’s “Democrats 
were against God before 
they were for Him,“ they 
should note how often 
God’s blessings were 
invoked in major 
Democratic speeches. 

The debate over God 
in politics and party plat¬ 
forms is a worthy one 
and something our 
Founders well under¬ 
stood. They realized that 
nationalized sectarian 
religion is wrong. 

Equally so is a real 
danger of removing Him 
from the political equa¬ 
tion altogether. Without 
the Creator as the basis 
for our rights and liber¬ 
ties then where do our 
rights come from? If God 
has no place in govern¬ 
ment then what is above 
government to keep it in 
check? 

After all, it is the offi¬ 
cially atheistic regimes 
like North Korea and 
Cuba that are most 
oppressive and danger¬ 
ous. The Kim Jung Il’s 
and Castro’s of the world 
deny human rights, free 
speech and religious 
freedom and replace the 
idea of “God-given 
potential” with “state- 
given potential.” 

Hail Caesar. Or not. 

When government 
assumes the authorship 
of rights and becomes 
the ultimate provider and 
sustainer of human life 
then it becomes a defacto 
god. 

The unspoken assertion 
in this brouhaha is that 
when citizens value what 
government can give 
them instead of treasur¬ 
ing government for pro¬ 
tecting their inalienable 
rights then we have lost 
the idea and the great¬ 
ness of the American 
dream. 

The Democratic Party 
will keep God in their 
platform for another four 
years. Whether He gets 
an invitation in 2016 is 
too soon to say. But the 
question facing the rest 
of us in the meantime is: 
what is God’s place in 
public life and in our 
government?

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Most districts now getting good 
grades on religious freedom 


Millions of kids return 
to school this week — 
and, contrary to culture- 
war rhetoric, most of them 
won’t leave their faith at 
the schoolhouse door. 

As classes get under 
way, public school stu¬ 
dents across America will 
form religious clubs, pray 
together in their free time, 
distribute religious litera¬ 
ture to classmates, share 
their religious convictions 
in class discussions and in 
many other ways belie the 
myth of the “godless pub¬ 
lic schools.” 

Many teachers, mean¬ 
while, are gearing up to 
teach about religions in 
various history and litera¬ 
ture classes. State stan¬ 
dards, especially in the 
social studies, now require 
that students learn some¬ 
thing (and, in some states, 
a considerable amount) 
about the major faith tradi¬ 
tions. 

This much religion in 
schools may strike some 
readers as surprising and 
new. But God hasn’t come 
back into public education 
overnight. 

In fact, it has taken 
more than two decades for 
student religious expres¬ 
sion and study about reli¬ 
gions to return, slowly but 
steadily, to public schools 
— owing to court deci-

sions, legislation, and 
broadly supported guide¬ 
lines issued by religious, 
educational and civil liber¬ 
ties groups. (Download 
consensus guidelines from 
Finding Common Ground 
at www.religiousfreedome- 
ducation.org) 

Considering the slow 
pace of most changes in 
public education, the high 
level of inclusion of reli¬ 
gion in only 20 years is 
nothing less than a quiet 
revolution. 

Of course, the return of 
religion to public schools 
doesn’t mean that all 
schools are getting reli¬ 
gion right. 

Two weeks ago, I visited 
a school district in 
Michigan that remains 
mostly silent about reli¬ 
gion in its policies and 
practices. As a result, the 
school climate suffers in 
this religiously diverse 
community. In a recent 
survey of students, for 
example, every Muslim 
student reported having 
been harassed because of 
his or her faith. 


In districts still afraid to 
deal with religion, reli¬ 
gious diversity remains the 
ignored diversity. 
Administrators and teach¬ 
ers are unsure how to deal 
with student requests for 
religious accommodation 
and often mistakenly dis¬ 
courage student religious 
expression that is protect¬ 
ed by the First 
Amendment. 

On the opposite end of 
the spectrum, I recently 
received an e-mail from an 
employee of a California 
public school who com¬ 
plained about a mandatory 
school assembly that 
included proselytizing and 
prayers led by a local pas¬ 
tor. School officials in this 
district apparently haven’t 
gotten the memo explain¬ 
ing that school-sponsored 
religious practices are 
unconstitutional. 

Although increasingly 
rare, pockets of schools 
(especially in the rural 
Southeast) continue to 
defy the law by promoting 
religion through religious- 
themed assemblies, 
teacher-led prayer, distri¬ 
bution of Bibles in class¬ 
rooms and other unconsti¬ 
tutional practices. Only 
when some courageous 
parent or student finally 
speaks up does the offend¬ 
ing school begin to clean 


up its act. 

But here’s the good 
news: Growing numbers of 
school officials across 
America understand and 
apply the First 
Amendment when address¬ 
ing the role of religion in 
their schools. 

In public schools that 
get it right, teachers and 
administrators uphold reli¬ 
gious freedom by remain¬ 
ing neutral toward religion 
while simultaneously pro¬ 
tecting the right of stu¬ 
dents to express their faith 
within the framework 
established by current law. 

By modeling the First 
Amendment arrangement 
in religious liberty — no 
establishment, but free 
exercise — schools pre¬ 
pare students to live and 
work together as citizens 
of one nation with people 
of all faiths and none. 

In other words, getting 
religion right in schools 
matters because getting 
religious freedom right in 
America matters.

In the first few months I 
was in that community, things 
moved rapidly: A building 
committee was appointed, dis¬ 
cussions about design were 
lively, and an architect was 
hired. Then, one day my 
friend and I looked at the new 
property again. He was even 
more anxious. “Do some¬ 
thing,” he said. “Just dig a hole 
anywhere.” 

On June 15, 1966, the first 
Sunday of my fourth year in 
that community, we met at the 
old church for a brief service 
of thanksgiving. Then, we 
placed the open Bible from 
the altar, the Christian flag, 
and the American flag in the 
hands of youth and marched 
through the streets of the city 
to the new building for the 
first service. 

As I thought about those 
who just wanted to do some¬ 
thing and the effort of those 
who planned and worked so 
diligently to get everything 
together properly, I remem¬ 
bered an ancient bit of wis¬ 
dom that should be a guiding 
principle in all activities: “But 
everything,” regardless of 
what it is, “should be done in a 
fitting and orderly way.”

Folger said he doesn’t 
know whether the four 
planned the murder before 
traveling to Danville or after 
they arrived. 

Hustonville Police Chief 
Fred McCoy said he discov¬ 
ered Drass and Horton inside 
Goode’s home after a neigh¬ 
bor reported seeing four 
women at the house. The 
neighbor also reported seeing 
two of the four leave, McCoy 
said. 

When he arrived at the 
house, McCoy tried the front 
door and called for Goode, 
but it seemed no one was 
home. He proceeded around 
the back, where he found a 
pair of broken windows, one 
of which had clearly been 
entered through after being 
broken, he said. 

McCoy unholstered his 
gun and entered the house, 
where he encountered Drass 
in the kitchen. Drass jumped 
out with a knife raised above 
her head, McCoy said. 

’’She was going to come 
down and stab. Of course, 
they didn’t know it was me, 
they thought it was the old 
woman,” he said. ’’Just as

Lincoln County Jailer 
David Gooch said Conner 
attempted to dig through a 
wall with a piece of a shelf. 

"He appeared to have taken 
apart the shelf that holds the 
television that was bolted to 
the wall,” Gooch said. 

Staff were able to detect 
Conner’s escape attempt 
before he got out, but not 
before he did substantial dam¬ 
age. Because it cost more than 
$1,000 to fix the damage, 
Conner’s criminal mischief 
charge is a felony, Gooch 
added. 

Conner has been moved to 
another location in the jail and 
jail staff have fabricated a 
steel cover and bolted it into 
place on the damaged wall. 


quick as she jumped out from 
behind the counter and had 
this butcher knife in the air, I 
raised my gun up. If I’d have 
had to pull it out of the hol¬ 
ster or something, I wouldn’t 
have had time — she would 
have done started stabbing." 

McCoy said when Drass 
saw the gun, she started run¬ 
ning toward the front of the 
house. Zamara had been hid¬ 
ing behind the refrigerator 
and she too began running, 
he said. 

McCoy said he pursued 
the women into the front liv¬ 
ing room, where he pushed 
Zamara into a coffee table, 
causing her to fall over. 
Then he tackled Drass, 
bringing her to the ground as 
well. 

McCoy said the two 
women continued to battle 
him on the floor until he got 
position on them and trained 
his gun on Zamara, at which 
point she "spread eagle on 
the floor." 

McCoy said he had the 
two women lie on the 
ground outside and he hand¬ 
cuffed them together. 

After a neighbor called 
911, Folger and sheriffs 
deputies responded to the 
scene. 


Gooch said while Conner is 
criminally responsible for his 
actions, the escape attempt 
demonstrates the definite 
need for a new jail. 

The current facility housing 
the Lincoln County Jail was 
never designed to be a jail and 
doesn’t provide staff with ade¬ 
quate sight lines, he said. 

"You could not see into that 
shower or even notice that 
someone was spending an 
abnormal amount of time in 
the shower without actually 
entering the cell, and that’s a 
problem," Gooch said. "It’s 
just another example of us 
fighting the design of the 
facility. We do not have the 
lines of sight to detect these 
things before they’re happen¬ 
ing or right after they start 
happening." 

Gooch said he’s looking 


McCoy said he found 
texts on Drass’ cell phone 
where the women had been 
conversing about the murder 
plot. One text asked Drass if 
she needed a gun. Drass said 
she wouldn’t need the gun 
and "took a picture of her¬ 
self holding this big old 10- 
or 12-inch butcher knife up 
in the air," he said. 

In another text, one of the 
women asked what they 
should do if children were 
home with Goode, who 
McCoy said babysits or 
watches grandchildren from 
time to time. 

McCoy said the response 
was "kill them all." 

McCoy said he’s sure the 
sheriffs office has acquired 
much more evidence from 
the other women’s phones 
beyond what he saw on 
Drass’ phone. 

"They’ve (the sheriffs 
office) done a tremendous 
job on the case," McCoy 
said. 

Folger said he’s not pre¬ 
pared to release any more 
information about his case, 
but given the amount of evi¬ 
dence he has against the 
women, "they would proba¬ 
bly be wanting to not go to 
trial." 


into adding more surveillance 
cameras to aid in detecting 
bad behavior, but that won’t 
be a perfect solution. 

Gooch said he believes the 
current jail facility will even¬ 
tually have to be closed 
because of its age and other 
issues that prevent it function¬ 
ing as well as modem jail 
structures. 

When that time comes, he 
would like to see a transition 
plan already in place to move 
into a new jail. But there cur¬ 
rently is no movement in the 
county on that front, he said. 

"I believe a new jail would 
cost less that what we have 
now, be much safer and possi¬ 
bly even solvent depending 
on if we can house federal 
inmates," he said. "I really 
feel like the writing is on the 
wall."

CRAB ORCHARD 
City commissioners in Crab 
Orchard are considering pos¬ 
sible legislation concerning 
pit-bull-type dogs within city 
limits after receiving many 
complaints and one report of 
a dog biting a girl in the face. 

Mayor Billy Shelton said 
there are dangerous dogs 
being kept by multiple people 
in city limits and the dogs are 
sometimes given too much 
freedom to mn around or are 
chained up outside while chil¬ 
dren are out playing. 

"I don’t want to take any¬ 
one’s dogs away from them, 
but we’ve got a lot of com¬ 
plaints," he said. "We really 
don’t want to (adopt a new 
law) but if we feel we need to, 
we will." 

Commissioner Juanita 

Pettit said there has been one 
instance of a dog biting a girl 
in the face. That dog was sub¬ 
sequently put down, she said. 

Commissioner Phyllis 

Adams said she is aware of 
one dog kept chained to a 
bench near where children 
play, and the dog is capable of 
pulling on its chain and near¬ 
ly getting to the children. 

One option being consid¬ 
ered by the commission is an 
ordinance that would provide 
four definitions for what a 
"pit bull" is considered to be 
and regulate dogs that fall 
under those definitions. 

City Attorney Jonathan 
Baker said the definitions 
include Staffordshire 

Terriers. Under the ordi¬ 
nance, dogs could be "held" 
while the district court 
decides what will happen, 
Baker said. 

Shelton said he loves dogs 
and used to raise setters him¬ 


self. 

"Not all pit bulls are bad. 
It’s the way they’re raised," he 
said. "I’m sure if we had to, 
we could adopt an ordinance 
against them." 

Shelton said he would like 
to see people just use "com¬ 
mon sense" in caring for their 
dogs and keeping dangerous 
ones off the street and safely 
restrained rather than passing 
a new ordinance and getting 
into people’s personal busi¬ 
ness. 

"We’re not in the business 
of bringing civil suits or fix¬ 
ing somebody’s problem with 
their neighbor," he said. 

More than 20 Crab 
Orchard citizens showed up 
at the commission’s Thursday 
night meeting, many of 
whom were interested in get¬ 
ting answers about $1,000 
worth of lawn equipment that 
was stolen a few months ago. 

Some in the audience said 
they think a city employee 
took the equipment, because 
locks protecting the equip¬ 
ment weren’t broken. 

Shelton said he told Sheriff 
Curt Folger about the theft, 
but didn’t have any serial 
numbers to give him and he 
doesn’t think the case will go 
anywhere. 

"It (the equipment) was 


took," Shelton said. "That’s 
all there is to it." 

Shelton said the city does 
not currently have any cam¬ 
eras recording the area where 
the lawn equipment is stored, 
but would like to install cam¬ 
eras there if it’s logistically 
feasible. The location is 
apparently too far away from 
city hall, where Crab 
Orchard’s current closed-cir¬ 
cuit camera system is located, 
to wire new cameras into the 
same system, commissioners 
said. 

One man in the audience 
seemed largely unsatisfied 
with the mayor’s and com¬ 
missioners’ responses and 
said he has heard there was 
misuse of city property by a 
city employee and that city 
commissioners didn’t want to 
do anything about it. 

Shelton said there was 
"truth" to the claim that a city 
employee misused city prop¬ 
erty, but the matter is "ongo¬ 
ing" and commissioners cer¬ 
tainly aren’t against dealing 
with it. 

The man said he believes if 
there isn’t action taken to fire 
the employee, "there would 
be some replacements com¬ 
ing next election because you 
all are entrusted with the 
city’s money."

Gooch said when the jail’s 
budget was put in place last 
year, it was anticipating an 
average daily population of 
90 prisoners per day (125 
percent of official capacity). 

"We were significantly 
overcrowded for the fiscal 
year based on what we put 
in our budget," Gooch said. 

But despite extra prison¬ 
ers, the jail still managed to 
keep total operating costs 
down. 

The jail spent about 
$32,145 less than it was 
budgeted to spend, accord¬ 
ing to reports from Gooch 
and County Treasurer 
Teresa Padgett. 

The jail also needed less 
money transferred into its 
account from the county’s 
general fund. 

The jail was budgeted to 
need $694,428 in funds 
transferred from the coun¬ 
ty’s general fund, but only 
wound up needing $645,000 
in transferred funds — 
$49,428 less than originally 
budgeted for, according to 
the reports. 

"It’s a pretty good report 
from a financial perspec¬ 
tive," Gooch said. 


Back-up generator 
generates tension 

Things got a little less 
friendly when Gooch brought 
up the issue of the jail’s new 
back-up power generator, 
which he said isn’t servicing 
the jail’s needs as completely 
as hoped. 

"It’s not working much bet¬ 
ter than the old generator," 
Gooch said. "It fires up better 
than the old generator when 
the air conditioning isn’t on, 
but when both of the HVAC 
units are on, it won’t power 
up." 

Gooch said he’s been talk¬ 
ing with electricians about 
the problem. Gooch said one 
electrician is "confident" he 
can work out a solution 
involving more gradual start¬ 
ups for the HVAC units, once 
he talks with the company 
that installed one of the jail’s 
units. 

As long as the generator 
can’t start up with the HVAC 
units running, the jail is at 
risk for not passing inspec¬ 
tion, Gooch said. 

The jailer said other issues 
with the new generator 
include that it hasn’t yet 
passed a state building 
inspection and that it may 
need a new power conduit. 

"While I certainly appreci¬ 


ate Judge Executive ’Jimbo’ 
Adams’ effort to attempt to 
replace and upgrade the jail’s 
generator, I believe that there 
has been a series of miscom- 
munications ... about the 
selection and installation of 
the generator," Gooch wrote 
in his quarterly report. 

Gooch wrote that each jail 
in Kentucky is required by 
law to have "equipment nec¬ 
essary to maintain essential 
lights, power, HVAC, and 
communications in an emer¬ 
gency situation." 

Gooch wrote he believes a 
generator for the jail was pur¬ 
chased based on the parame¬ 
ters of getting the most power 
possible for $20,000, and it 
appears the exact power 
needs of the jail in an emer¬ 
gency situation were not con¬ 
sidered. 

"I now believe that I was 
not successful in making 
Judge Executive Adams 
understand (these) require¬ 
ments, of which he is, of 
course, presumed to have 
constructive knowledge by 
virtue of the fact that they are 
contained in (state law)," he 
wrote. 

Judge-Executive Jim 
Adams said he doesn’t com¬ 
pletely understand how the 
new generator isn’t far out¬ 
performing the old generator, 


which was a "1940s" model 
that needed "constant" 
repairs, but acknowledged 
installation is not yet fully 
completed. 

Adams said there hasn’t yet 
been any communication 
between the electrician and 
the HVAC company — 
something that needs to hap¬ 
pen in order for the problem 
to be resolved. 

"I don’t know what our 
problem is, but it seems to me 
it’s more of a personal prob¬ 
lem between you and I than it 
is this generator," Adams said 
to David Gooch. 

"I think that you and I have 
a communication problem," 
David Gooch responded. "I 
don’t know if it’s a personal 
problem. I think we’re both 
getting frustrated. ... I cer¬ 
tainly appreciate you taking 
this on." 

"We’re trying our best," 
Adams said, pointing out that 
there are more than 40 people 
employed at the jail and he 
wants to keep the jail open. 

Magistrate David Faulkner 
said he is unhappy with 
Faulkner’s report on the gen¬ 
erator because it amounts to 
"a soft attack on the judge’s 
attempts" to keep the jail run¬ 
ning. 

"The reason I’m upset basi¬ 
cally is the way you present-

ny and community for their 
willingness to jump through 
the many hoops necessary to 
secure the kind of funding 
necessary to make long-term 
improvements to the facility. 

Leamon said the process 
for grant application and 
approval typically take about 
60 days. One of the next 
steps will be setting up a pub¬ 
lic hearing. 

The city should find out if 
the grant will be approved in 


about 45 days, Leamon said. 

As with previous CDBG 
grants, the city would act as 
the recipient, and the devel¬ 
opment authority would act 
as the subrecipient, holding 
title to the equipment. The 
company would pay back the 
industrial authority, with that 
money deposited into the 
county’s revolving loan fund, 
which is intended to assist 
future projects. 

“It helps the company to 
pay low interest for their

Fire department 
adds manpower 

In other business, Interim 
Stanford Fire Chief Robin 
Jones said the department 
has increased what had been 
dwindling numbers to a level 
he and others feel comfort¬ 
able with. 

The department’s roster of 
volunteers had gotten down 


to about 15 people, but 
Jones said there are 24 on 
the department after a 
recruitment effort that has 
included advertising and a 
lot of word-of-mouth. Jones 
has been chief since early 
June when Kenny McDaniel 
went on leave following sur¬ 
gery. Jones said the city has 
not been hindered in its abil¬ 
ity to fight fires, but the 
numbers were becoming a 
concern because crews 
could become exhausted 
without enough personnel to 
back them up. 


ed this," Faulkner said to 
Gooch. "This judge — I’ve 
sat with him for five years. 
He has tried as hard as any¬ 
body that I’ve worked with to 
keep this jail open and he’s 
never made it personal. You 
made this personal. ... I don’t 
like it. I don’t agree with it. 
I’m sorry, but that’s just the 
way I feel. Nothing you can 
say is going to change my 
mind." 

Gooch and Faulkner 
exchanged a few more words 
before Adams said he would 
like to move on to the next 
item on the agenda. 

Gooch said after the meet¬ 
ing he did not mean for his 
report to be a personal attack 
on Adams. 

"I consider Jimbo to be my 


friend and a hard-working 
judge-executive," Gooch 
said. "Im saddened that my 
report could be perceived as a 
personal attack."

STANFORD — Lincoln County’s 
Emergency Management Agency has 
been named the most improved program 
in the state by the Kentucky Emergency 
Management Association. 

Garrard County EM Director Wendell 
Hatfield said he nominated Lincoln EM 
Director Don Gilliam for the honor 
because ”he’s grabbed the bull by the 
horns and he’s got the program going in 
the right direction.” 


Gilliam said since he took over as EM 
director 18 months ago, he’s made many 
changes, including improving monitor¬ 
ing of hazardous materials stored in 
Lincoln County and reorganizing the 
county’s search and rescue team. 

Gilliam said he now has Lincoln’s 
local emergency planning committee 
meeting once month, instead of the pre¬ 
vious schedule of three times a year. The 
committee is in the process of rewriting 
and updating Lincoln’s Emergency 
Operations Plan and Gilliam expects it to 
be completed this month. 


Gilliam said he still works every day to 
better prepare Lincoln County for emer¬ 
gency situations and there are more 
improvements to be made. 

For example, Gilliam said he is look¬ 
ing into the possibility of a reverse-911 
alert system for Lincoln County that 
could alert people via phone, email or 
text message. 

Gilliam’s achievement was acknowl¬ 
edged Monday during a Bluegrass 911 
board meeting and during Tuesday morn¬ 
ing’s Lincoln County Fiscal Court meet¬ 
ing.

When Gosser took her 
daughter to Fort Logan 
Hospital, police were noti¬ 
fied an injured infant had 
been admitted. After investi¬ 
gating, state police arrested 
Vinyard Aug. 24. 

Vinyard has been held 
without bond at the Lincoln 
County Regional Jail since 
his arrest. 

The next Lincoln County 
grand jury meets later this 
month.

LANCASTER 
Lincoln and Garrard coun¬ 
ties are preparing to find 
out if a plan to fund 911 
service through water meter 
fees will hold up in court. 

Garrard County magis¬ 
trates passed Monday 
evening the second reading 
of an ordinance implement¬ 
ing a 25-cent monthly fee 
on all water meters in the 
county. 

Judge-Executive John 
Wilson said the plan is to 
have Garrard County mag¬ 
istrates formally ask the 
city of Lancaster to file suit 
against the ordinance, chal¬ 
lenging its constitutionali¬ 
ty- 

Wilson said the ’’friendly 
lawsuit” is so the counties 
can be sure whether the 
new water meter fees will 
stand up before they com¬ 
mit fully to implementing 
them. 

State law appears to be 
written to allow 911 fund¬ 
ing through "any special 
tax, license, or fee not in 
conflict with the 
Constitution and statutes." 

But because 911 service 
has never been funded in 
Kentucky by a utility fee 
before, officials have said 
they want to make doubly 
sure it will hold up before 
they commit to using it. 

Lincoln County magis¬ 
trates have already passed a 
nearly identical ordinance 
implementing a 25-cent 
monthly fee on their coun¬ 
ty’s water meters. 


Wilson said if a judge 
rules in favor of the ordi¬ 
nances, then the counties 
can move forward "in good 
faith” and raise their month¬ 
ly water meter fees high 
enough to provide funding 
for Bluegrass 911, the 911 
call center that serves 
Garrard and Lincoln coun¬ 
ties. 

Previously, the counties 
had planned on implement¬ 
ing a $2.50 monthly water 
meter fee on all water 
meters, regardless of own¬ 
ership. But with plans to 
make exemptions for some 
residents with multiple 
water meters, Wilson and 
Garrard Magistrate Joe 
Leavell, both of whom 
serve on Bluegrass 911 ’s 
board, said they think it 
might be prudent to charge 
about $2.75 instead. 

The extra quarter could 
provide a cushion because 
the counties won’t be col¬ 
lecting fees on every single 
meter as originally planned, 
they said. 

If the water meter fees 
prove constitutionally 
sound, the counties plan to 
repeal the existing landline 
phone fees that currently 
provide income for 
Bluegrass 911. 

Supporters of the plan say 
that as fewer and fewer peo¬ 
ple use landline phones, 
Bluegrass 911 must either 
find a different source of 
income or increase landline 
fees substantially, which 
would place the financial 
burden for 911 service 
unfairly on a small number 
of residents.

Lincoln overcomes 15-point deficit to edge Garrard 19-18

LANCASTER - Lincoln 
County pulled out a win by the 
narrowest of margins Friday 
night, rallying from a 15-point 


first-half deficit to edge host 
Garrard County 19-18 at 
Dyehouse Stadium. 

“I knew this game was 
going to be like this, I knew it 


would be tough,” Lincoln 
coach Mike Settles said. 
“These kids played their tails 
off tonight and showed their 
heart and played so hard.” 


Garrard coach Mark 
Scenters, whose team defeated 
Lincoln 35-25 last year, also 
expected a dogfight between 
the rivals. 


“We expected it to be a bat¬ 
tle and it was for sure,” he 
said. “Both teams played 
extremely hard. You’ve got to 
give credit to both teams. The 
performance the kids put on 
the field was a good one. We 
came up a little bit short. We 
hurt ourselves a lot, but the 
bottom line is Lincoln made 
the plays they had to.” 

Garrard, which out-offensed 
Lincoln 328 yards to 217, 
gained the upper hand on the 
Patriots in the second quarter, 
scoring three unanswered 
touchdowns to open up an 18- 
3 lead with 2:48 left in the half. 

But Lincoln would come 
roaring back. 

Running back Logan Martin 
slipped two tackles at the line 
of scrimmage then ran 
untouched 85 yards to the end 
zone with 1:51 to go in the half 
to ignite the Patriots’ 16-0 
comeback effort. 

“That was a big play 
because they’d really been 
stuffing us. We knew it was 
going to be a tough night rush¬ 
ing the football,” said Settles. 
“He (Martin) actually got hit at 
the line of scrimmage then 
made a guy miss after that. 
Tremendous run.” 

Lincoln (3-1), which booted 
a short kick after the Martin 
score to keep the ball away 
from Garrard, got the ball back 


to start the third quarter, and 
scored again. 

Lincoln took possession at 
its own 48 and, after first- 
down runs by Connor 
Patterson and Deonte Coulter, 
quarterback Justin Hubble 
capped off the seven-play 
drive with a 27-yard run to cut 
Garrard’s lead to 18-16. 
Lincoln went for the tie but 
failed on the two-point conver¬ 
sion attempt. 

“We gave up that big play 
right before the half and I think 
that gave Lincoln a lot of 
momentum,” Scenters said. 
“Then they fielded the ball on 
the short kick and that allowed 
them to continue momentum. 
And I think they did a good 
job of carrying that over into 
the second half.” 

Lincoln’s kicker/punter 
Boone Baird ended up as the 
game’s scoring leader. The 
junior kicker impressed with 
the first points of the night, a 
42-yard field goal, in the first 
quarter then followed with the 
extra-point kick on the Martin 
score. He capped off his night 
with the go-ahead field goal, 
converting a 36-yard attempt 
with 11:09 to play to put 
Lincoln up 19-18.

DANVILLE - This game 
was kind of a big deal for 
Lincoln County — and some¬ 
thing of a disappointment for 
Danville.

said. “Think about what he did 
tonight. I mean, his punts, he 
sticks them down inside the 
20-yard line. He gets roughing 
the punter and crushes a punt. 
And him kicking field goals, a 
42-yarder in high school foot¬ 
ball. He just looks so confident 
and these officials can’t 
believe it’s going through the 
uprights.” 

Baird just says he always 
stays ready. 

“Coach (Jason) Todd came 
over to me when the game 
started to get close after the 
half and said, ‘The game 
might just come down to you, 
so be ready.’” said Baird.

into Lincoln territoiy early in 
the fourth quarter only to be 
stopped short of a first down at 
the Patriot 44 on 4th-and-2. 

Garrard got the ball back 
midway through the fourth at 
its own 20 and was driving 
inside the Lincoln 30 when the 
Lions failed to convert again 
on fourth down. Abney con¬ 
nected with Williams for a 26- 
yard pass on the 11-play drive 
and Williams ran for two first 
downs. 

Abney connected with 
Garrett Caudill for an 18-yard 
pass to get Garrard to the 
Lincoln 22 on the Lions’ final 
drive. But the Patriots’ defense 
denied Garrard the end zone, 
sacking Abney three times and 
regaining possession to mn out 
the clock and preserve the win. 

“He was back there running 
around for his life a lot,” 
Scenters said of Abney. 
“That’s a credit to the Lincoln 
County blitz. They did a good 
job. We’ve got to protect him 
better because we’re going to 
see that a lot.” 

Abney was leading an 18-0 
charge to start the game for 
Garrard (2-2). 

The senior quarterback hit 
Jacob Smith for a 46-yard pass 
late in the first to help move 
the Lions down field. 
McPherson capped the 80- 
yard drive with a 4-yard touch¬ 


down to open the second quar¬ 
ter.

been experiencing a lot of 
slow starts,” Lincoln coach 
Amanda Massey-Wiles said. 
“We’ve been working on 
getting past that, and it’s get¬ 
ting better every time. But I 
still didn’t like the start of 
this match.” 

Things did get better for 
Lincoln. 

The Lady Patriots never 
trailed in the second set of 
the best of five match, open¬ 
ing up a 14-7 lead before 
putting away the Lady 
Rebels 25-11.

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FARM FACTS

Forage crop notes 


Keep alfalfa alive this 
week. I want to give you 
some recommendations on 
proper fall seeding and 
remind you to get alfalfa 
cut by September 20. 
Alfalfa must be managed 
properly now in order for 
it to survive the winter. 
I’m sure you have had 
fields that looked good at 
the last summer cutting 
and then turned out to be a 
thin stand the next spring. 
More than likely the rea¬ 
son for this occurring was 
that somehow you weak¬ 
ened the stand. Several 
things cause alfalfa plants 
to be weakened, including 
low carbohydrates in the 
roots, low phosphorous 
and potassium levels in the 
soil, and a low pH level in 
the field. You can manage 
to avoid these conditions. 

Carbohydrates in alfalfa 
roots supply energy to the 
plant through the winter. 
In order for root carbohy¬ 
drates to be high going 
into the winter, plants need 
about 45 days between 
time of the last summer 
harvest and the first hard 
freeze. For this reason, I 
recommend that you take 
this cutting off by Sept. 
20. Then don’t cut it again 
until after Nov. 1. Then 
you can graze or cut off 
the growth that has accu¬ 
mulated and not weaken 
the plant. In fact, you 
should harvest or graze the 
alfalfa in November 


because it helps on weevil 
and disease control for the 
next year. 

Now is also the time to 
make sure your fertility 
level is where it should be. 
Test your soil and apply 
the phosphorous, potash, 
and lime needed according 
to the test results and our 
recommendations. Don’t 
delay on this job. You need 
to get the fertilizer on just 
as soon as you get done 
cutting this September 
harvest, so it can go to 
work to protect the plant 
this winter. Don’t forget to 
put on some boron if you 
haven’t already put it on 
this year. Two pounds of 
actual boron per acre is 
sufficient every other year. 
Help your alfalfa survive 
the winter by feeding it 
properly now. I can give 
you a general fertilization 
recommendation if you 
give me a call. But remem¬ 
ber it is best to soil test. 

Fall Seeding wait until 
we get moisture or a sure 
chance of significant rain 
before you seed. Then use 
good seed management 
practices. The following 
practices should be fol¬ 
lowed to maximize the 
chances for success. 1. A 
FIRM seedbed is absolute¬ 
ly essential to prevent 
young seedlings from 
dying because a loose 
seedbed will dry out rapid¬ 
ly. For conventional 
tillage, get the soil worked 


up and then cultipack it 
before and after seeding, 
for no-till make sure press 
wheels firms the no-till 
slit. 2. Have the soil test¬ 
ed or apply 500 lbs. of 5- 
20-20 per acre at planting 
and then topdress with 
maintenance fertilizer and 
lime later as recommended 
by a soil test. 3. Sow 
good quality, new and 
improved varieties of 
clover, alfalfa, and grass¬ 
es. 4. Legumes need at 
least six weeks to germi¬ 
nate and grow before the 
first hard freeze if they are 
to survive the winter. Our 
suggested best seeding 
dates are Aug. 1 to Sept. 
25. You can seed grass a 
little later up to Oct. 5. The 
advantage of fall seeding 
is that successful fall seed- 
ings will produce a full 
crop in 2013, there is less 
weed competition during 
the fall establishment peri¬ 
od. The disadvantages are 
the lack of soil moisture 
and an increased incidence 
of crown rot in alfalfa. 
However the benefits out¬ 
weigh the problems. Do a 
good job now and you’ll 
have a smile on your face 
and lots of pasture and hay 
next spring.

Installation of software and 
cameras for Kentucky’s new dri¬ 
ver’s license will require a one- 
day suspension of license-issu¬ 
ing activity in the Lincoln 
County Circuit Court Clerk’s 
office on Sept. 20. 

Other operations of the Circuit 
Clerk’s office are not affected, 
and the office will be open all 
day. Driver’s licensing opera¬ 
tions will resume the following 
day, and the new license will be 
available to Lincoln County res¬ 
idents. 
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The new license has multiple 
layers of security features, all 
linked to each other, so counter¬ 
feiters must compromise multi¬ 
ple technologies - not just one.
